Sni-A-Bar Randolph—The most famous sire of the Mercury line. He was 
twice an International reserve champion and a member of the first prize get-of- 
sire, first prize pair of yearlings, first prize two-bull and three-bull groups at the 
Iniernational Livestock Show. Although a great show bull in his own name, 
his real recognition in Shorthorn history will always be as a sire. In 1950 we 
exhibited his first calves. They won the get-of sire class at the 1950 Eastern 
National. At the 1951 International we exhibited six Randolph calves, winning 
first prize senior yearling, first prize junior bull calf, second prize two-bull group, 
second prize senior heifer calf, fourth prize junior heifer calf, fourth prize senior 
get-of-sire, first prize pair of calves and first prize junior get-of-sire. On the 
1952 show circuit, his calves won the first prizes at many state fairs and ended 
the season by winning first prize in the senior get-of-sire class at the International 
Livestock Show. Again in 1953, 1954 and 1955 we exhibited his sons, daughters, 
grandsons and granddaughters with success.

Drummondreach Advocate is backed by blood that has proved most prepotent 
in Scotland. His sire, Calrossie Balmoral, a grandson of the noted Kirkton Baronet, 
stood second in class at Perth in 1951. Calrossie Balmoral proved himself the su- 
preme sire in the 1953 Perth Show by siring not only the supreme champion bull 
but also the grand champion female. The dam of Drummondreach Advocate is 
the best female in the MacWilliam herd and is by Magheramorne Commodore, 
two of whose sons, Garguston Cock Robin and Drynie Roger made conspicuous 


records in American herds.

Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and 
health of guaranteed animals. 


All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve 
when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd when under 
20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder, notice shall 
be given to the seller within six months of date of purchase, or by the time 
the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are 
guaranteed breeders.
